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REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEaLTH 

FOR  THE  CITY  OF  PERTH  FOR  THE  YEAR  1970 

VITAL  STATISTICS 

POPULATION  The  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  at 
30th  June  1970,  was  41,623,  being  a decrease  of  31  on  the  1969  figure. 
The  population  density  is  9.8  per  acre. 

BIRTH  RATE  The  corrected  number  of  births  for  1970,  was  688  and  was 
a decrease  of  3 compared  with  the  1969  figure.  The  actual  birth 
rate  was  16. 5 and  was  slightly  lower  than  the  rate  for  Scotland  which 
was  16.8  per  1,000  of  the  population.  The  rate  for  large  burghs  was 
17.1  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

ILLEGITIMATE  BIRTH  RATE  The  illegitimate  birth  rate  was  12.5  compared 
with  10.1  per  100  births  for  1969.  The  rate  for  Scotland  was  7.7 
and  for  large  burghs  7.0  per  100  births. 

STILL  BIRTH  RATE  The  still  birth  rate  was  16  per  1,000  births,  and  was 
higher  than  the  figure  for  1969  when  the  rate  was  10.  The  rate  for  the 
whole  of  Scotland  and  for  large  burghs  was  the  same  being  14  per  1,000 
births. 

DEATH  RATE  The  death  rate  for  1970  was  13.6  per  1,000  of  the  popula- 
tion compared  with  13.4  for  the  previous  year.  The  rate  adjusted  for 
age  and  sex  distribution  was  12.3.  The  rate  for  the  whole  of  Scotland 
was  12.2  and  for  large  burghs  11.5  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

INFANT  MORTALITY  RATE  The  infant  mortality  rate  was  16  per  1,000  live 
births  and  was  an  increase  compared  with  the  rate  for  1969*  when  it  was 
14.  The  rate  for  the  whole  of  Scotland  was  20  ana  for  large  burghs  21 
per  1,000  live  births. 

MATERNAL  DEATHS  There  were  no  maternal  deaths  auring  the  year.  The 
rate  for  the  whole  of  Scotland  was  .19  per  1,000  births. 

DEATHS  FROM  TUBERCULOSIS  During  the  year  4 deaths  were  classified  as 
being  due  to  this  disease,  giving  a death  rate  of  .10  per  1,000  of  the 
population.  The  rate  for  the  whole  of  Scotland  was  .05. 

DEATHS  FROM  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  During  the  year  five  deaths  were  clas- 
sified as  "principal  infectious  diseases",  all  being  due  to  influenza, 
giving  a death  rate  of  .12  per  1,000  of  the  population.  The  rate  for 
the  whole  of  Scotland  was  .15  and  for  large  burghs  .10. 
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DEATHS  FROM  CANCER  Of  the  deaths  registered,  128  were  aue  to  cancer, 
being  an  increase  of  13  from  the  previous  year,  and  giving  a death  rate 
of  3.08  per  1,000  of  the  population.  Of  the  deaths,  6?  were  males  and 
61  were  females.  The  rate  for  the  whole  of  Scotland  was  2.4  per  1,000 
of  the  population.  Of  the  128  deaths,  31  were  due  to  lung  cancer,  25 
being  males  and  6 females,  giving  a death  rate  of  '.74  per  1,000  of  the 
population.  The  rate  for  the  whole  of  Scotland  was  .'66. 

DEATHS  FROh  CORONARY  THROMBOSIS  There  were  1^4  deaths  from  coronary 
thrombosis  and  arteriosclerotic  heart  disease,  89  being  males  and  65 
females.  One  of  the  deaths  was  a person  between  15  and  24  years  of  age; 
2 were  persons  between  35  and  44  years,  4 were  persons  between  45  and 
54  years,  34  were  persons  between  55  and  64  years,  and  the  remaining 
113  were  persons  over  65  years  of  age. 

MARRIAGES  The  number  of  marriages  registered  in  the  district  was  431, 
giving  a rate  of  10.4  per  1,000  of  the  population.  The  rate  for  the 
whole  of  Scotland  was  8.3. 


CARE  OF  MOTHERS  AND  YOUNG  CHILDREN 


ANTE-NATAL  uND  POST-NATAL  CLINICS  There  was  a decrease  of  1175  in  the 
number  of  attendances  at  the  ante-natal  Clinic  compared  with  the  attend- 
ances during  1969*  the  total  number  of  attendances  being  6530  of  which 
3539  were  in  respect  of  City  patients.  The  decrease  in  attendances  is 
accounted  for  by  the  number  of  cases  receiving  "combined  care"  by  their 
own  family  doctors.  A total  of  1298  persons  attended  during  the  year 
and  of  that  number  657  were  resident  in  the  City.  During  the  year  453 
patients  attended  for  post-natal  examination,  355  of  these  being  resid- 
ent in  the  City. 


CHILD  WELFARE  CLINICS  The  attendances  at  these  clinics  during  the  year 


totalled  21,109  compared  with  18,902  during  1969.  Once  again  I should 
like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Ladies  Committee  for  the  work  they  do 
at  the  Child  Velfare  Clinics.  The  following  ladies  gave  their  services

MOTHERCRAFT  CLASSES  During  the  year  28  special  sessions  were  arranged 
at  the  Child  Welfare  Centres  for  the  purpose  of  giving  talks  and  demon- 
strations to  expectant  mothers.  The  total  number  of  attendances  at 
these  classes  was  199. 

BIRTH  NOTIFICATIONS  There  were  1350  births  notified  as  occurring  within 
the  City,  being  an  increase  of  2 from  the  previous  year.  In  687  cases 
the  usual  place  of  residence  of  the  mother  was  within  the  City  and  was  an 
increase  of  18  compared  with  the  1969  figure.  In  addition  6 births  in 
respect  of  City  mothers  occurred  out with  the  area,  mainly  in  hospitals  in 
Dundee.  12.4  per  cent  of  the  City  births  were  home  confinements. 

INFANT  MORTALITY  There  was  an  increase  in  the  infant  mortality  rate, 
the  figure  for  1970  being  l6  per  1,000  live  births  as  compared  with 
for  the  previous  year. 

Almost  64  per  cent  of  the  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age  oc- 
curred in  the  first  month  of  life  compared  with  70  per  cent  during  1969. 
Of  the  7 deaths  occurring  in  the  first  month  of  life,  6 occurred  within 
48  hours  of  birth.  In  five  cases  the  mothers  were  confined  in  hospital. 
For  the  causes  of  death  reference  should  be  made  to  Table  No. 3. 

The  perinatal  mortality  rate  which  takes  account  of  still  births  and 
deaths  of  infants  during  the  first  week  of  life  was  26  per  1,000  births 
compared  with  15.8  per  1,000  for  1969.  The  rate  for  Scotland  was  25. 

PREMATURE  INFANTS  One  premature  infant  required  removal  to  Perth  Royal 
Infirmary  for  special  care  ana  attention. 

Of  the  693  births  in  respect  of  persons  whose  usual  place  of  residence 
is  within  the  City,  55  were  premature.  In  all  but  two  of  these  cases 
confinement  had  taken  place  in  hospital.  In  11  cases  the  babies  were 
still  born. 

"AT  RISK"  REGISTER  An  nAt  Risk"  Register  has  been  maintained  and  at 
the  end  of  the  year  the  following  numbers  of  children  were  receiving

REGISTER  OF  HANDICAPPED  PERSONS  The  Health  Department  continues  to 
maintain  a Register  of  Handicapped  Pre-School  and  School  Children,  and 
the  Social  Work  Department  maintains  the  Register  for  persons  over 
school  age.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  24  pre-school  and  187 
school  children  on  the  register. 

UNMARRIED  MOTHERS  AMD  THEIR  CHILDREN  Three  unmarried  mothers  and  their 
children  whose  permanent  addresses  were  within  the  City  were  provided 
with  care  and  attention  at  Melville  House,  129  Scott  Street.  During 
the  year  this  voluntary  organisation  carried  out  the  work  connected  with 
six  adoption  cases. 

ILLEGITIMATE  BIRTH  RATE  During  the  year  86  illegitimate  births  were 
credited  to  this  area,  giving  an  illegitimate  birth  rate  of  12.5 
100  live  births.  The  rate  for  Scotland  was  7.7.  The  following  are

DENTAL  CARE  The  scheme  outlined  in  previous  reports  has  continued  to 
operate  satisfactorily.  During  the  year,  1635  persons  in  the  priority 
classes  were  examined  - 451  expectant  mothers,  479  nursing  mothers, 

and  705  pre-school  children.  During  the  year  107  full  or  partial  sets 
of  dentures  were  supplied  to  expectant  and  nursing  mothers. 

PREVENTION  OF  BREAK-UP  OF  F AM  LIES  A total  of  17  cases  were  dealt 

with  throughout  the  year.  Monthly  meetings  of  the  committee  set  up 
to  deal  with  these  cases  continued  to  be  held. 

MARRIAGE  GUIDANCE  40  requests  for  help  were  received  during  the  year. 
This  number  is  13  less  than  the  number  dealt  with  during  the  previous 
year.  During  the  year  the  Counsellors  conducted  71  interviews.  There 
is  still  a great  need  for  suitable  members  of  the  public  to  come  forward 
to  train  as  Counsellors  for  this  important  work. 

PERTH  BRANCH  OF  THE  FAMILY  PLANNING  ASSOCIATION  The  Perth  Branch  of 
the  Family  Planning  Association  has  now  completed  its  22nd  year,  the 
premises  being  provided  to  the  Branch  free  of  charge  by  the  Town  Council. 
During  1970,  the  Town  Council  entered  into  agency  arrangements  with  the 
Family  Planning  Association.  Details  of  this  scheme  which  came  into 
operation  in  1971  will  be  given  in  the  report  for  1971.

DOMICILIARY  MIDWIFERY 

Eight  full-time  and  one  part-time  Nur s e /Midwive s are  employed.  During 
the  year  7 pupil  midwives  from  Perth  Royal  Infirmary  received  instruction 
and  training  from  the  Midwives  on  the  district,  and  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  gave  four  courses  of  lectures  to  the  pupil  midwives  at  the 
Maternity  Department  of  the  Infirmary. 


TRANSPORT  ARRANGEMENTS  All  the  nurses  either  receive  a car  allowance 
and  use  their  own  cars  or  have  a car  provided  by  the  Local  Authority. 


MATERNITY  OUTFITSMaternity  outfits  are  provided  for  maternity  cases, 
distribution  being  undertaken  by  the  midwife  in  charge  of  the  case  or 
by  the  patient  or  a relative  calling  at  the  Health  Department  to  collect 
the  container. 


SUPERVISION  OF  MIDWIVES  The  equipment  and  records  of  the  midwives 
practising  in  the  area  are  inspected  at  regular  intervals  by  the  Super- 
intendent Nursing  Officer  in  her  capacity  as  Supervisor  of  Midwives. 
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DOMICILIARY  CONFINEMENTS 


126  applications  for  domiciliary  confine- 
ment were  received  during  the  year.  This  number  compares  with  155  dur- 
ing 1969.  In  addition  105  cases  were  booked  for  ’’early  discharge" 
hospital  confinement.  86  confinements  were  conducted  during  the  year 
compared  with  108  during  1969.  23  cases  who  received  ante-natal  care 

by  the  domiciliary  midwives  were  admitted  to  and  confined  in  hospital. 
These  cases  and  an  additional  129  cases  who  had  been  booked  for  hospital 
confinement  and  who  were  discharged  on  the  2nd/3rd  day  following  con- 
finement ■ ..  received  post-natal  care  at  home  by  the  Domiciliary  Midwives. 

ANALGESIA  All  the  midwives  employed  by  the  Local  Authority  hold  the 
certificate  for  the  administration  of  analgesia,  which  is  administered 
by  six  Entonox  machines.  luring  the  year  59  patients  received  Entonox 
and  in  addition  56  patients  were  given  pethidine. 


HOME  NURSING 


The  duties  of  the  Home  Nursing  Service  are  carried  out  by  eight  full-time 
and  one  part-time  Nurse/Midwives. 

Of  the  14,309  visits  paid  by  the  nurses,  no  less  than  11,869  or  83^  were 
paid  to  the  homes  of  aged  persons.  These  figures  show  that  this  ser- 
vice continues  in  no  small  measure  to  relieve  the  pressure  on  hospital 
beds  for  aged  persons.  Of  the  14,309  visits,  4061  were  for  the  purpose 
of  giving  injections  of  one  kind  or  another  - penicillin,  streptomycin, 
morphia,  insulin,  etc. 

During  the  year  20  trainee  nurses  from  Perth  Royal  Infirmary  received 
instruction  and  training  from  the  nurses  on  the  district. 

The  two  patient  hoists  which  were  made  available  by  the  local  Branch  of 
the  Multiple  Sclerosis  Society,  continue  to  be  of  great  assistance  to 
the  nurses  in  their  work. 


MEDICAL  LOAN  DEPOT

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NURSING  HOMES  (SCOTLAND)  REGISTRATION  ACT  1938 


The  one  home  in  the  City  registered  under  this  Act  was  visited  during 
the  year.  This  home  caters  for  medical,  surgical  and  geriatric  cases. 


HEALTH  VISITING 


During  the  year  Tuberculosis  Prevention  and  the  after-care  of  persons 
suffering  from  mental  illness  or  mental  deficiency  were  carried  out  by 
one  Health  Visitor.  The'  two  School  Nurses  are  employed  by  the  County 
Council.

Discharges  of  aged  persons  from  the  various  hospitals  are  notified  to 
the  Health  Department,  and  the  Health  Visitors  follow  up  these  cases  and 
arrange  for  the  necessary  after-care.  During  the  year  976  visits  were 
paid  to  aged  persons. 


SCHOOL  MEDICAL  SERVICE 

MEDICAL  INSPECTIONS  During  the  year  the  Medical  Officers  of  the  Health 
Department  carried  out  1577  routine  medical  inspections.  In  addition 
141  special  examinations,  310  examinations  of  employed  children,  and 
935  re-examinations  were  carried  out.  18,049  examinations  were  carried 
out  by  the  School  Nurses,  principally  in  connection  with  cleanliness 
inspections  and  the  follow-up  of  children  found  to  be  suffering  from 
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defects  at  routine  medical  inspections.  They  also  carried  out  701  vision 
examinations. 

A synopsis  of  the  work  carried  out  by  the  Health  Department  is  contained 
in  Tables  7 and  8%  For  more  detailed  information  reference  should  be 
made  to  the  Report  of  the  County  Medical  Officer. 

B.C.G.  VACCINATION  OF  SCHOOL  CHILDREN  Of  the  739  children  born  during 
1957  attending  City  schools,  acceptance  for  B.C.G.  vaccination  was  re- 
ceived in  respect  of  722,  giving  an  acceptance  rate  of  97. 7$  During 
1970,  555  children  born  during  1957  were  tested,  545  receiving  B.C.G. 
vaccine.  In  addition  44  children  ^vrho  had  been  absent  the  previous  year 
were  tested,  all  being  vaccinated  with  B.C.G.  Since  the  scheme  com- 
menced in  1953 , 11527  children  have  been  tested,  9484  of  these  receiving 
B.C.G.  vaccine. 


VACCINATION  AMD  IMMUNISATION 

VACCINATION  AGAINST  SMALLPOX  613  primary  vaccinations  were  carried 
out  during  the  year  compared  with  474  during  the  previous  year.  268 
of  the  vaccinations  were  carried  out  at  the  Local  Authority's  clinics 
and  the  remainder  were  dene  bjr  general  practioners. 

As  a result  of  a survey  carried  out  at  the  end  of  the  year,  it  was  found 
that  78$  of  entrants  to  City  schools  had  been  vaccinated  against  small- 
pox. Of  all  the  children  examined  at  routine  medical  inspections  at 
City  schools  84. 7%  were  found  to  have  been  vaccinated. 

1176  re-vaccinations  were  carried  out  during  the  year.  279  of  these 
were  in  respect  of  school  entrants,  435  14  year  olds,  and  the  remainder 
were  principally  in  respect  of  persons  going  abroad. 

HMUNISATION  AGAINST  DIPHTHERIA  This  is  now  the  23rd  consecutive  year 
in  which  there  has  been  no  case  of  diphtheria  in  the  City,  and  it  is  now 
25  years  since  anyone  died  from  the  disease  in  the  City.  A survey  at 
the  end  of  the  year  showed  that  96.4$  of  entrant s to  City  schools  had 
been  immunised  against  diphtheria.  Of  all  children  examined  at  routine 
medical  inspections  at  City  schools,  96.3$  were  found  to  have  been  imnmn- 
ised  against  this  disease. 

611  children  were  immunised  for  the  first  time  during  the  year  compared 
with  227  during  the  previous  year.  Of  these  367  were  immunised  at  the 
Child  Welfare  Centres  and  244  by  general  practitioners.  All  were  in- 
oculations against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus. 
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668  children  received  a re-inforcing  inoculation  on  entry  to  school. 

340  of  the  inoculations  were  carried  out  at  the  Child  Welfare  Centres, 

114  by  Medical  Officers  at  routine  medical  inspections  at  school,  and 
214  by  general  practitioners. 

VACCINATION  AC-AINST  POLIOMYELITIS  During  the  year  619  persons  received 
a third  inoculation  of  oral  Poliomyelitis  vaccine.  1234  re-inforcing 
inoculations  were  given  - 626  to  entrants  to  school  and  572  to  14  year 

olds. 

From  the  inception  of  the  scheme  until  the  end  of  the  year  a total  of 
28,021  persons  have  had  a complete  course  of  poliomyelitis  vaccine. 

For  a detailed  analysis  of  figures  relating  to  poliomyelitis  vaccina- 
tion reference  should  be  made  to  Tables  No. 14  to  16. 

A survey  at  the  end  of  the  year  showed  that  96.8%  off  entrants  to  City 
schools  had  been  immunised  against  poliomyelitis,  and  of  all  the  chil- 
dren examined  at  routine  medical  inspections  96.2%  were  found  to  have 
been  immunised  against  this  disease. 

MEASLES  VACCINATION  During  the  year  654  children  were  vaccinated 
against  measles,  482  of  the  inoculations  being  carried  out  at  the  Child 
Welfare  Centres  and  172  by  general  practitioners. 

TETANUS  VACCINATION  During  the  year  530  14  year  olds  received  a 
"booster”  inoculation  of  Tetanus  vaccine  at  school. 

RUBELLA  (GERMAN  MEASLES)  VACCINE  A scheme  for  the  vaccination  of 
girls  against  Rubella  was  commenced  during  the  year.  Towards  the  end 
of  the  year  216  inoculations  were  given  - 196  by  School  Medical  Officers 

and  21  by  general  practitioners. 


PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS  - CARE  & EFTER-CARE 
A.  TUBERCULOSIS 

TRACING  OF  INFECTION  345  contacts  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  exam- 
ined during  the  year  compared  with  267  during  the  previous  year.  Of  the 
contacts  examined  two  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  tuberculosis. 

HOUSING  One  family  in  which  there  was  a case  of  tuberculosis  was  re- 
housed during  the  year,  making  a total  of  284  such  families  rehoused 
during  the  past  23  years. 
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NOTIFICATIONS  There  were  17  notifications  of  new  cases  of  respiratory 
tuberculosis  compared  with  18  during  the  previous  year.  In  1950,  75 
cases  were  notified. 

The  number  of  notifications  of  non-respiratory  tuberculosis  was  four, 
compared  with  one  during  the  previous  year. 

SUPPLY  OF  EXTRA  NOURISHMENT,  ETC.  During  the  year  17  domiciliary 
cases  of  tuberculosis  were  supplied  with  one  pint  of  milk  per  day  at  a 
total  cost  of  £252  : 14  : 10. 

CO-OPERATION  WITH  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  EMPLOYMENT  AML  PRODUCTIVITY  No 
person  who  had  suffered  from  tuberculosis  was  placed  in  employment  dur- 
ing the  year. 

B.C.G.  VACCINATION  77  contacts  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  tested 
and  as  a result  72  were  vaccinated  with  B.C.G.  vaccine.  In  addition 
116  nurses,  etc.,  were  tested  and  of  these  27  received  B.C.G.  vaccine. 

During  the  year  160  thirteen  year  olds  were  tested  at  Perth  Academy, 

156  being  vaccinated  with  B.C.G.  vaccine;  of  the  226  thirteen  year 
olds  tested  at  Perth  High  School,  221  wrere  vaccinated;  of  the  62  thir- 
teen year  olds  tested  at  St.  Columba’s  School  6l  were  vaccinated;  and 
of  the  107  thirteen  year  olds  tested  at  Goodlyburn  Secondary  School  all 
received  B.C.G.  vaccine.  In  addition  44  children  who  had  been  absent 
during  the  previous  year  were  tested,  all  being  vaccinated  with  B.C.G. 
vaccine.  The  arrangement  has  continued  whereby  the  Area  Chest  Phys- 
ician x.rays  immediately  all  children  showing  a positive  re-action  to 
the  test,  and  thereafter  they  are  examined  at  regular  intervals. 

To  the  end  of  the  year  13*837  persons  had  been  tested  under  the  B.C.G. 
scheme  since  its  inception  in  1950,  and  of  that  number  11,796  had  been 
vaccinated  against  this  disease. 

MSS  RADIOGRAPHY  SERVICE  During  November/Dec  ember  the  Mass  Radio- 
graphy Unit  from  Glasgow  operated  in  Perth,  when  1233  persons  were 
x. rayed.  42  persons  were  recalled  for  further  examination.  Of 

those  re-examined  10  were  found  to  have  pulmonary  tuberculosis  (9  being 
known  cases  and  1 an  inactive  case)  and  14  were  found  to  have  other 
abnormalit ie  s .

D.  PREVENTION  OF  ACCIDENTS 

The  arrangements  outlined  in  previous  reports  for  the  prevention  of 
accicents  have  continued,  and  the  weekly  returns  from  Perth  Royal 
Infirmary  and  Bridge  of  Earn  Hospital  of  all  accident  cases  requiring 
admission  to  hospital  have  continued  to  be  received,  luring  the  year 
the  Health  Visitors  investigated  156  home  and  104  other  cases  of  accid- 
ent which  had  required  admission  to  hospital.  For  a summary  of  the 
causes  of  the  accidents  reference  should  be  made  to  Tables  No.  33  and 
34. 


From  the  figures  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General’s  office  it  is  noted 
that  there  were  10  fatal  home  accidents  during  the  year,  none  being  in 
respect  of  children  under  one  year  of  age.  The  causes  of  death  were  as 
follows  -

Coal  Gas  Poisoning  1 


VEHICULAR  ACCIDENTS  As  a result  of  accidents  caused  by  vehicular  traf- 
fic in  the  City,  225  persons  were  injured,  compared  with  196  during  the 
previous  year.  As  a result  of  these  accidents  five  persons  were  fatally 
injured,  77  were  seriously  injured  and  173  were  slightly  injured.  64  of 
those  injured  were  persons  under  15  years  of  age. 
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E.  HEALTH  EDUCATION 


During  the  year  health  talks  and  film  shows  were  given  to  various  or- 
ganisations and  associations  in  the  City. 

The  revised  issues  of  the  booklet  "You  and  Your  Baby"  Part  I and  II 
continue  to  be  distributed  from  the  Child  Welfare  Centres  and  the  Wel- 
fare Food  Distribution  Centre  at  York  Place.  These  booklets  are  greatly 
appreciated  by  those  who  receive  them. 

The  need  for  regular  dental  care  is  advocated  by  means  of  special 
notices  and  posters  displayed  in  doctors  and  dentists  waiting  rooms  and 
at  the  Child  Welfare  Centres. 

Mothercraft  talks  are  held  for  nursing  and  expectant  mothers  at  the 
Child  Welfare  Clinics,  and  as  already  mentioned  in  this  report,  28 
special  sessions  were  held  for  this  purpose  at  which  there  were  199 
attendances.  These  talks  and  demonstrations  are  greatly  appreciated 
by  the  mothers-to-be. 


F.  CONVALESCENT  HONE  PRC VI SION 

No  convalescent  homes  are  maintained  by  the  Local  Authority. 


CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

There  were  112  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  to  me  auring  the 
year.  As  already  mentioned  in  this  report  this  is  the  23rd  year  in 
succession  in  which  there  has  been  no  case  of  diphtheria  and  it  is  now 
25  years  since  there  was  a death  from  this  idisease  in  the  City. 

SCARLET  FEVER  During  the  year  there  was  a decrease  in  the  number  of 
notifications  of  scarlet  fever.  6 cases  were  notified  compared  with 
8 during  the  previous  year.  None  of  the  cases  required  admission  to 
hospital  and  there  were  no  deaths  from  the  disease. 

WHOOPING  COUGH  Three  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notified  during  the 
year. 

POLIOMYELITIS  No  case  of  poliomyelitis  was  notified  during  the  year. 

DYSENTERY  3 cases  of  dyserttery  were  notified,  2 being  admitted  to 
hospital. 
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FOOL  POISONING  No  case  of  fooa  poisoning  was  notified  auring  the  year. 
During  the  previous  year  122  cases  were  notified. 

VIRAL  HEPATITIS  During  the  year  74  cases  of  Viral  Hepatitis  were  noti- 
fied, compared  with  92  cases  during  the  previous  year.  Two  of  the 
cases  were  treated  in  hospital. 

LEASLES  2 cases  of  measles  were  notified  during  the  year,  neither 
requiring  admission  to  hospital. 


HOSPITAL  TREATMENT  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


22  cases  of  infectious  disease  or  suspected  infectious  disease  were 
admitted  to  King’s  Cross  Hospital,  Lunaee,  compared  with  53  cases  auring 
1969.  Of  those  admitted  2 were  cases  of  aysentery,  7 gastro-enteritis, 
2 viral  hepatitis,  1 scabies,  and  the  remainder  were  admitted  for  obser- 
vation, etc. 


WATER  SUPPLY 


The  bacteriological  quality  of  the  water  has  been  of  the  highest  order 
throughout  the  year.  Full  use  of  the  chemical  treatment  plant  has  re- 
sulted in  a very  clear  water  and  free  from  algae  troubles. 

Very  recently.  Turret  water  has  been  introauced  into  the  Town’s  supply 
and  at  present  feeds  the  new  housing  area  and  industrial  site  at  North 
Muirton. 


RIVERS  (PREVENTION  OF  POLLUTION)  (SCOTLANL)  ACTS  1951  AND  1965 

The  Tay  River  Purification  Board  have  continued  to  control  the  discharges 
of  trade  and  sewage  effluents  to  non-tiaal  waters  to  ensure  that  either 
stream  conditions  are  Improved  or  that  satisfactory  conditions  are  main- 
tained. This  work  is  essential  in  maintaining  the  quality  of  river  water 
abstracted  for  use  as  the  Perth  ana  Listrict  Water  Supply. 

The  most  important  step  in  the  Board's  work  was  the  granting  by  the 
Secretary  of  State  of  a Tiaal  Water  Order  which  came  into  operation  on 
the  1st  December  1970.  This  enables  the  Board  to  get  full  control 
over  all  discharges  of  trade  and  sewage  effluents  discharged  to  the  tidal 
sections  of  the  River  Tay  ana  its  tributaries. 
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No  applications  for  new  outlets  or  new  discharges  unaer  Section  28  of 
the  Rivers  (Prevention  of  Pollution)  (Scotland)  Act  1951  were  received 
from  within  the  Burgh. 

Luring  the  year  the  Board  received  four  complaints  of  pollution  within 
the  Burgh.  All  four  complaints  concerned  oil  in  the  River  Tay  or  tri- 
butary streams  anG  action  was  taken  to  prevent  further  pollution  from 
these  sources.

MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICES 


The  Occupation  Centre  unaer  the  auspices  of  the  County  Council  proviaes 
care  for  25  chilaren,  and  Glebe  School  at  Scone  caters  for  educationally 
subnormal  chiMren.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  one  resident  ana 
36  day  children  from  Perth  City  in  attendance  at  Glebe. 

CHILL  GUIDANCE  SERVICE  The  Child  Guidance  service  has  continued  and 
during  the  year  119  children  from  the  City  were  treated.  At  the  end 
of  the  year  the  number  of  Perth  City  cases  awaiting  investigation  and 
possible  treatment  was  7. 


VENEREAL  DISEASE 


Three  new  cases  of  acquired  syphilis  were  treated  curing  the  year.  This 
number  is  the  same  as  for  the  previous  year.  54  new  cases  of  gonorrhoea 
were  treated  during  the  year  ana  is  a decrease  of  32  cases  compared  with 
the  number  of  new  cases  in  1969-  In  addition  68  new  cases  of  venereal 
conditions  other  than  syphilis,  gonorrhoea  and  chancroid  were  dealt  with 
during  the  year. 

Every  opportunity  is  taken  at  the  various  health  talks  ana  film  shows  to 
stress  to  the  public  the  importance  of  prevention  of  venereal  disease. 


ORTHOPAEDIC  SERVICE 

120  pre-school  City  children  attenaed  for  the  first  time  at  the  Ortho- 
paedic Clinic.  At  the  end  of  the  year  471  pre-school  City  chilaren  were 
attencing  for  treatment  and  supervision.  Luring  the  year  11  pre-school 
City  children  were  admitted  to  hospital  for  treatment  of  orthopaedic 
concitions.

The  sixteen  dwelling-houses  in  this  area  have  been  vacated  and  the 
property  awaits  demolition. 

(b)  Strathmore  Street,  East  Side,  (Part) 

Of  the  39  houses  involved  only  5 remain  in  occupation. 

(c)  Commercial  Street  (Part)  and  Gowrie  Street  (West  Side  Part)  No.1  Area 

This  area  comprises  ten  property  blocks  and  involves, 70  houses  4 of 
which  were  closed.  The  greater  part  of  the  houses,  98«55^»  are  below  the 
tolerable  standard  and  it  is  proposed  to  deal  with  the  area  by  securing 
the  demolition  of  all  buildings  within  it.

This  area  comprises  six  property  blocks  and  involves  27  houses,  7 of 
which  were  closed.  The  greater  part  of  the  houses,  77«8^»  are  below  the 
tolerable  standard  and  it  is  proposed  to  deal  with  the  area  by  securing 
the  demolition  of  all  the  buildings  within  it. 

Control  of  Occupation  Orders  were  made  in  respect  of  these  House

I am  indebted  to  Mr.  W.J.S.  Murray,  the  Burgh  Surveyor,  for  the 
following  information; - 


Refuse  Collection.  Refuse  is  collected  from  all  domestic  properties 
twice  weekly,  the  bins  being  collected  and  returned  to  a point  just  within 
the  gate  of  the  property  nearest  the  road  from  which  the  collection  is 
being  made.  Nine  vehicles  and  drivers  with  22  binmen  are  normally  employed 
on  domestic  refuse  collection.  A further  three  vehicles  are  employed  on 
collection  of  other  wastes  from  shops,  such  as  paper  and  perishable  wastes, 
the  letter  being  collected  daily.  A once  a week  collection,  using  paper 
sacks,  is  in  operation  in  the  new  North  Muirton  Development  and  in  the 
Strathtay  Road  flats  and  Tulloch  Road/Crieff  Road  Development. 


Refuse  Disposal.  All  domestic  and  trade  refuse  is  treated  at  the 
Destructor  plant.  A total  of  270  tons  of  refuse  is  handled  each  week 
and,  before  incineration  takes  place,  dust  and  tins  are  removed. 


GENERAL  SANITATION 


268  nuisances  were  discovered  or  complained  of  and  54  intimations 
under  Section  19  of  the  Public  Health  (Scotland)  Act,  1 897 9 were  served 
on  owners  to  secure  abatement  of  the  nuisances.  6l6  visits  of  enquiry  and 
inspection  were  made.

CLEAN  AIR  ACT 

The  position  in  regard  to  the  formation  of  smoke  control  areas 
remains  the  same  as  in  previous  years. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  direct  the  attention  of  the  management  of 
certain  businesses  to  the  fact  that  under  the  provisions  of  the  Clean  Air 
Act/ 
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/Act,  1968,  it  was  an  offence  to  emit  dark  smoke  otherwise  than  from  a 
chimney.  The  type  of  material  "being  "burned  was  not  exempted  under  The 
Clean  Air  (Emission  of  Dark  Smoke)  (Exemption)  (Scotland)  Regulations, 
1969. 

.The  few  complaints  received  concerning  excessive  smoke  emission 
were,  in  the  main,  attributable  to  mechanical  failures  in  the  plant. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSE 

The  Model  Lodging  House  at  14-36  Skinnergate  which  can  accommodate 
89  persons  continues  to  be  kept  in  a satisfactory  manner.

INFECTIONS  DISEASES  ENQUIRIES 

During  the  year  10  visits  of  enquiry  were  made  to  houses  in  Y/hich 
cases  of  infectious  disease  had  occurred  and  particulars  of  patients 
and  contacts  obtained.  2 notices  were  sent  to  Headmasters  of  Schools 
regarding  exclusion  periods  of  patients  and  contacts.

Premises  of  listed  sellers  of  poisons  under  Part  II  of  the  Poisons 
List  v/ere  visited  during  the  year. 


The  amount  collected  from  the  coin  operated  locks  during  the  year 
was  £1,324«14»'I0d.  as  compared  with  £2, 159»15«5d.  in  1969.  The  amount 
collected  from  the  ladies  conveniences  was  £1 ,710*9. 6d.  and  from  the 
gents.  £114.5.4d. 

As  in  previous  years  the  unattended  conveniences  we re  the  subject 
of  gross  misuse  and  vandalism.  Such  acts  certainly  do  not  impress 
visitors  to  the  City,  many  of  whom  judge  a tom  by  the  condition  of 
its  Conveniences.
